IMPROVEMENTS IN COPPER SMELTING. 
CONDENSATION AND UTILISATION OF COPPER SMOKE. 


S1n,—I feel bound to return you thanks for the very laudatory remarks 
on my Copper Ore Calcining Furnace, in your second article on “‘ Copper 
Smoke,” published in last week’s Mining Journal. The furnaces, in full 
operation, have now been open to the inspection of copper smelters for over 
three years; 20,000 tons of ores, Irish, Cornish, and Spanish, have been cal- 
cined in them; and 95 per cent. of the sulphur evolved converted into sul- | 
phuric acid. ‘The farnaces present no difficulty; are simple in construction | 
and operation, require less labour than the present mode of calcining, the | 
ores are all calcined as they come from the mines, and some of the fur- 
naces have acted for two years without repair, I do not mean to speak 
disparagingly of GerstenhOfer’s patent, which seems a beautifully ingenious | 
mode of effecting the object, and is highly adapted to a model smelting | 
works; all I can say is that it has no advantages mine does not possess, 
and mine has several of which it is deficient. ‘The adaptation to all kinds 
of ores, as you have well put it, is one of these—I calcine stamped ores | 
in fine powder, crushed ores (the general form of Cornish ores), and rough | 
ores in sizes up to that of an egg—all receive similar treatment. You have 
somewhat misunderstood the patent of myself and my son, of 1864. We 
do not place the smelting furnace under the calciver; this would, indeed, | 
be not a doubtful arrangement, but a radically badone. We so attach the 
calciner to the ordinary smelter that the draught, or waste heat, after leav- | 
ing the smelter at the ordinary orifice over the rabbling-door, instead of | 
going direct to the chimney, is passed along under the bed of the calciner, | 
and without in the least affecting the draught of the smelter, yields ample | 
heat for calcining in the one furnace. So arranged, 25 to 30 tons of ore 
per week being all that the attached smelter can work. Now, in the or- |

All this we have 

made a thing of the past. From our combined calciner the ore is at once | 
transferred by the workman with his slice down an easy inclination, in a 

red-hot state, right into the middle of the bed of the smelter, and is, of 
course, melted in one-fourth the time taken by a drenched charge of ore. 

Gerstenhéfer’s furnace does not provide for this, But, again, while copper 

ores poor in sulphur can at once be safely heated to a high red-heat, such 

rich ores as the Cobre, Spanish, or Portuguese would, if suddenly heated, 

inevitably flax. Regulus, which all ought to be calcined, and its fumes 

condensed, is of a similar character. Any sudden heating of these would 

result in clotting. Now, my furnace gradually heats the ores for some 

hours before reaching the highest temperature, and clotting never takes 

place either with rich ores or regulus. Thus, the ore charged into the 

calciner is calcined without the expenditure of an atom of fuel, one fur- 

nace calcining all required by one smelter, and the raw ore never coming 
out till it comes out as regulus and slag. ‘This arrangement has been 
twelve months in successful operation. 

I have been rather surprised at the prominence now given by the Messrs. 
Vivian to the necessity for copper smoke condensation. og hough they 
were fully aware at least two years ago of the existence of my furnace, 
and I think must have known that it had obtained the unqualified ap- 
proval of Dr. Percy, the highest scientific authority on copper smelting, 
yet wed have never favoured me with a single enquiry regarding it. I 
certainly never brought it before them, which I should have done had I 
known they were so desirous to effect the object; but having had it before 
another equally large smelting firm, who highly approved of my plan, but 
said they were not *‘ manufacturing chemists,” and could not think of be- 
coming 80, and having applied to another firm who offered to sell me 
their works, but who asked a price about three times what I could have 
erected them for, my ardour in the abatement of copper smoke was cooled, 
and I left the copper smelter to the force of events. This has now become 
rather a strong power, and no doubt Messrs. Vivian are wisely yielding to 
it, and at the same time are, with equal wisdom, trying to keep in the van 
b, somewhat trumpeting a patent of which they are the essors. 

Let, however, the best furnace gain the day. I need pot say I am will- 
ing to submit to this, for I have no choice; on their merits both Gersten- 
hdfer’s and mine must stand or fall; and not even the fact that one of the 
largest of the smelting firms has committed itself to the one without hav- 
ing investigated the other will secure to that the general preference. 
Messrs, Vivian are now, like myself, interested parties; and, while both 
of us may be heard, neither of us need expect that what he states will be 
received as decisive of the question. To the ordeal of a fair competitive 
trial I am willing to submit. 

As to the facts which demand a change in copper smelting, and which 
have long demanded it, they should be reiterated to command attention: 
5000 tons of copper ores are smelted weekly, chiefly at Swansea, These 
ores average 24 to 28 per cent. of sulphur. This is equivalent to at least 
3300 tons brown oil of vitriol, and this weight I should undertake to pro- 
duce from them. The present value of this weekly quantity is 9900/., 
now all dissipated in poisonous copper smoke. This acid would meet the 
requirements of our staple chemical manufactures, or nearly so; while 
these manufactures have never been so pressed for a supply of sulphur ores 
as now. Spain, Portugal, Germany, Belgiam, Norway, and even Iceland 
are being ransacked, but have so far failed to yield them in sufficient 
quantity. Shall this dearth on the one hand, and needless waste on the 
other, continue? The public must decide, for, until pressed, the copper 
smelter will not move out of his old groove.

DOES COAL EXIST NEAR LONDON ? 


Sir,—Some years ago I was at Brighton, when I heard that they 
were digging for the construction of a dock at Shoreham, and that they 
thew out a quantity of black earth, which when exposed to the air for a 
few days took fire, and so alarmed some of the inhabitance that they left 
the neighbourhood. I went there on purpose to see it, and was surprised 
to find that a seam of coal about 3 yards thick had been dug out; it was 
in a very soft state, as all coal seams are when they crop out in a wet 
place, and it also contained a good deal of nodules of pyrites. I noticed 
the seam dipped gently from the shore, and have no doubt that if a shaft 
were sunk 300 or 400 yards from the shore, that at 150 feet this seam of 
coal would prove very valuable, and eventually be found much nearer 
Lonpon, 


DOES COAL EXIST NEAR LONDON? 


Srr,—I dare say it is 15 years since I advocated in your Journal the 
probability of finding coal at a workable depth near London, and I am 
glad to notice that the opinion is gaining ground. I am also glad to no- 
tice your correspendent, ** H. E.,” leans decidedly to the opinion, and the 
data he gives are encouraging. I hope it will be discussed thoroughly in 
your columns, and all the available information on such an important 
matter carefully collected. 

I shall confine my present observations to meeting “ H. E.’s” objec- 
tions to my scheme for raising funds; and, first, as to its being bad in 
principle, It must be borne in mind that I am supposing while there isa 
chance to find coal there is also as great a chance not to find it. All that 
is held out in the meantime is, that its geological situation is under the 
surface stated, and the bore proposed is a legitimate mode of ascertaining 
at that point what measures will be found in a bore of the depth proposed. 
It * H, E.” was a mineral proprietor, he would find that it is frequently 
necessary—and, indeed, in a doubtful field it is always n —in the 
first instance, for the landlord to put his hand in his pocket and put down 
one bore, proving the general character of the field, and its position in the 
geological formation to which it belongs; this done, the tenant, or pro- 
posed mineral worker, comes in, and makes his bargain, conditionally, 
that on further trials proving satisfactory he will win, work, and carry 
away at a certain royalty: this fixed, he puts down bores to ascertain the 
dip and rise, the continuity, and other matters, which he can only prove 
in this way. But almost invariably the mineral proprietor, if it is a new 
district, and he wishes to make his field known, must himself put down 
the first bore. If this be necessary in a mineral field in the coal measures, 
how much more so is it necessary when you are trying to solve a new pro- 
blem in geology? and I again respectfully submit that it is a venture of 
that kind which might properly be supported by a Government grant. 

I think I am also right in assuming that if one trial bore proved that 
the measures lie as I suggested in my , and as “ H, E.’s ” quotations 
agree with, I have no doubt parties would then be found to follow up the 
search on the same terms as other minerals are leased; and the question

| ORE-DRESSING, AND MINING. 


Srr,—If you will kindly find a space in the Journal for a few remarks, 
I may be able to make from time to time on Mining, I shall feel obliged, 
my object being to call attention to a better mode of dressing and mining 

| in the North of England, 


| The dressing of ores of various classes from different mines very pro- 

perly claims special attention in almost every locality at the present time. 

n order to become better acquainted with what is going on, I have had 

a look at the Devon and Cornish mines, where I am somewhat surprised 

to notice the various appliances and simple arrangements brought into use 
within the last few years for the better separation of ores. 

Devon Great Consols, the wonder of the world in mining, with its enor- 
mous piles of ores, immense fields of machinery in motion, and the iron 
horse, or locomotive, rushing to and from the mines, with its ores and 
stores to the shipping port, I will not attempt to describe; suffice it to say, 
really and truly, it is a wonder of itself in every shape and form. 

On the Cornish side of that beautiful River Tamar stands Drake Walls, 
| a tin and copper mine of ancient date, but principally tin ore of extraordi- 
| nary forms, and peculiar of itself. Here the ores are separated at the pit’s 
| mouth, or top of the winding-shaft, into several classes, by self-acting 
| cross-heads, or riddles; from thence, after picking and breaking, it is sent 
| on by trams to a powerful crusher, attached to which is a self-acting wire- 

gauze sieve, of suitable size to take the ore; through this the crushed ore 
passes into a flow of water, the pulverised ores are at once washed to a 
series of funnel-shaped iron separators; the coarse, or rough, ore and grit 
passes through an opening at the foot of the separator to a series of tyes 
below; at the same time the fine class ore, with the assistance of an injec- 
tion of water from an opposite angle, flows over the head of the separator, 
and passes on to the rotating buddle, of which there are many in motion; 
over this the different classes of ore are passed with the most perfect stea- 
diness of action and perfection of motion. The separation of ores from the 
waste is as extraordinary as it is simple, being almost self-acting; the ex- 
penses are reduced from a third to one-half of the ordinary cost. Full 
3000 tons of lodestuff are drawn out of the mine monthly; the new pro- 
cess enabling the company to work poor ores and slimes, which were for- 
merly considered valueless. Almost every class of ore, wolfram, mundic, 


copper, &c., seems to be turned to account, in a commercial point of view. | 


Even the black water from the Wolfram ores, which usually ran to waste, 
is now made marketable, and its metallic contents find a place in che- 
mistry and the arts.—TZavistock, Oct. 4. A NewoasrLe MINER.

The CaarnMan having moved that the report be received and entered In the minutes, 
and the accounts be allowed and passed, said it might, perhaps, be satisfactory to the 
shareholders if he were, upon the present occasion, to give them some little history of 
the progress which had been made at the mine during the past few months. In the first 
place, he might state that there could not be a divided opinion that the present state of 
the mine could not fall to be a subject of great congratulation to all connected with the 
property, especially when they contrasted its present position with what it was some 
twelve months since. It would, doubtless, be recollected that up to that time their ope- 
rations had been chiefly confined to the western part of the mine, and it may be fairly 
said that about August last year they arrived at acrisis inthe history of their mine, for 
they had sunk the engine-shaft at a a great expense, but instead of meeting with success 
the lode became poorer as the depth increased, and the reserves were rapidly diminishing.

#0 well how to employ. As regards the statement of accounts before the meeting, that 
had been made up to the end of August, which was as close as it was possible to bring 
them.

Mr. Hartson said it appeared perfectly evident that the present shareholders were 
suffering either from mismanagement or something worse. ——-The SzoreTarY said that 
the present heavy debit balance clearly arose from the fact that there were charged six 
months’ costs, whereas hitherto there had been charged but three months. 

A SHAREHOLDER wished to know what proportion of the existing debit balance was 
outstanding anterior to Febraary last, when everything was supposed to be paid up. 

It was explained that at the period referred to about 400/. was outstanding. 

Mr. BeTrecer stated that there was no debts kept buck, but that the returns had been 
drought up to the day ef meeting, while the costs were two or three months In arrears. 
Now, however, the costs were brought up to August, as were also the returns. 

The SrecrerTarr, {n reply to a question, stated that a proportion of the existing Iabi- 
lities were for supplies furnished to the mine two or three years since.——Mr. Kine 
eould hardly suppose that some person was not amenable for such a proceeding.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


A small lot of charcoal-made pig has been dealt in at 4/. 13s, 9d., deli- | 
vered in warehouse at St. Dizier. The situation of the iron market re- | 
mains without change; there is a tolerably good demand, and prices are | 


firm. Correspondence from the Moselle states that the forges of that dis- 


trict have at present many orders on hand, the majority of them involving 
immediate delivery. Prices display a very great firmness, and it is even | 
hinted that beyond the district submitted to the control of the syndicate a small advance | 
of 4s. per ton has been established. Several works are suffering from a scarcity and } 
dearness of combustible; some furnaces have scarcely three weeks’ or a month’s stock | 
on hand, and nearly all have experienced an advance, which varies in certain cases from | 
1s, 84. to 2s. 6d. per ton, while, further, there is no guarantee of delivery within a use- | 
| fal period. It is stated that the Bergham will advance the price of its coal this month ; 
| this, however, is doubted, or at any rate it is considered that the advance will not be 

| made without a month’s notice beforehand. Inthe Haute-Marne drought has continued 
| to prevail with rigour, and the total production of the works is reduced to two-thirds 
its ordinary amount. 

A contract for locomotives was recently obtained in Bavaria by the 
Graffenstaden Works. The same establishment has also sold two loco- 
| motives toa Belgian railway company. This is a small circumstance, 
| per se, but it, nevertheless, deserves to be mentioned, because the pur- 
| chaser is, it is understood, a Belgian company. The shareholders in 
| the great mecharical company, MM. J. F. Cail and Co., had their annual meeting on 
Sept, 28. A report was presented of the operations effected during the exercise 1864-5, 
j The profits realised enabled a dividend to be declared at the rate of 16 per cent. on the 
capital engaged. The meeting approved the accounts presented, and fixed the divi- 
dend for 1864 at 3/. 4s. per snare, which will be paid in the following manner:—1l/. 
Sept. 30, 1865; 1/7. March 31, 1866; and 1J. 4s. in a bond of liquidation. Progress has 
also just been reported by the Colliery and Metallurgical Company of the Asturias 
(Spain). The operations of the manager during the past exercise were not considered 
satisfactory, and the meeting appointed a committee of three members to study on the 
spot the position of the company’s affairs. This committee will proceed to Spain in 
November, and on its return the shareholders will be again convoked to receive its re- 
port. All action upon the company’s affairs has been adjourned until then. Certain 
modifications in the statutes have been agreed on by the Belgian General Railway Piant 
Company ; the effect of the most important of the changes made is to limit the faculty 
of issaing obligations to a representation of the affairs in course of execution. The 
number of directors is to be gradually reduced to five, and a fixed ‘antieme of 601, per 
annum is assured to them. 

With regard to the foreign metal markets, there is no serious revival of 
business to report in copper. The greatest quiet prevails on the various 
markets in which this metal is principally dealt in, and the opening of the 
autumn season is awaited with some little impatience, in the hope that a 
greater impulse will begiven toaffairs. Taken as a whole, the variations which prices 
experience are insignificant, and scarcely worth mentioning. As regards tin, we may 
nove that Banca maintains itself on the Dutch market at 54% fis. to 55 fis., notwith- 
standing the insignifcance of the orders received. The Paris tin marketis quiet; Banca 
and Detroit, which have fallen 1/., are quoted respectively 95/. and 93/. per ton, while 
English remaine without change at 93/. The German markets are destitute of activity. 
At Berlin and Cologne prices have been nominal. The state of the lead markets shows 
some little improvement in Germany. Hamburg advices iudicate a diminution in the 
stock held by the majority of the foundries, in consequence of the sale for export to the 
United States; by reason of the little goods offered for sale prices have acquired 
more firmness. At Berlin, the works which see their stocks reduced also in consequence 
of sales for export, find themselves under the necessity of refusing new orders which 
reach them. The Cologne market has been firmer. At Rotterdam the demand has 
been very moderate, and prices have remained without change. The Paris market has 
been quiet, and prices have been feeble; rough French has made 197. 4s., and Spanish 
191, 8s. per ton. The zinc markets present no important change. Some orders have 
been executed recently at Hamburg for North America, but over and above this cir- 
cumstance the market shows no great animation. At Bresiau the demand is also in- 
active; at the same time, prices are tolerably firm for ordinary marks. ; ; 

M. Regnault, commenting on the extraction of coal in the United King- 
dom, observes: —‘*W hen we compare this enormous production (93,000,000 
tons per annum) with that of France, which yields scarcely 10,000,000 
tons per annum, we are obliged to conclude that there is another cause at 
work than the extent of the land workable. In fact, we have in France vast and in- 
exhaustible beds of coal at Anzin, in the Pas-de-Calais, at Ferminy, and in the basins 
of St. Etienne and Rive-de-Gier, without counting our collieries of the East and of the 
South. It is not the land which we want, but rather the method, and especially the 
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lal method. The English know that in order to make a good deal of money it 
is necessary to sell cheap. Thus they content themselves with making a profit of 10d. 
to ls. per ton, and sometimes less in large deliveries. In Newcastle one can have coal 
ot the first quality delivered at 8s. per ton, free on board. In France, on the contrary, 
they wish to make more on each delivery, and in the end they gain little, because they 
sell less, A prospectus of a new colliery company promises a profit of 8s. per ton. This 
is to offer to England easy means to sustain a competition, as, notwithstanding the cost 
of transport, English coal sells at the same price as French coal, and often below it. 
The same advantages are offered to Belgian coal, which supplies several of the great 
gasworks of Paris. The results, besides, are easily appreciated. While the coal pro- 
duction of France is not 10,000,000 tons per annum, the consumption is about 14,000,000 
| tons, so that 4,000,006 tons are derived either from Belgium or England. France could 
easily produce the surplus, but the great industrials rightly seek for cheapness. The 
commercial system of the English rests on a very simple principle—viz., that one penny 
made forty times is better than ten pennies made one time, and when French producers 
have mastered this lesson they will no longer have to fear competition.” 

It appears, with reference to the Sambre Ironworks Company, that a part 
| of the shareholders present at the two last general meetings required the 
| immediate liquidation of an affair which they regard as radically bad, while 
| others asked, with no less persistency, that the company’s operations should 
! be continued until the enterprise attained a favourable position. The company has lost 
more than half its capital, and, according to the statutes, its liquidation may be insisted 
| on, A project, which proposed the formation of a capital of 8000/., which would enable 
the operations of the company to be continued, having proved abortive, the only alter- 
native which presented itself was an immediate liquidation. 











GGvERNMENT InsrecTION oF MeETALLIFEROUS Mines.—With refe- 
rence to Lord Kinnaird’s last draft of a Metalliferous Mines Bill, which 
it is anticipated will be introduced early in the ensuing session, Mr. 
Frederick Hill, of Helston, proposes to avoid the inconvenience of imprac- 
ticable Acts of Parliament by the bringing forward of an inspection bill by the miners 
themselves. It would not be uninteresting to see a draft of Mr. Hill’s proposed mea- 
sure, and perhaps Lord Kinnaird would do well to seek his co-operation. Mr, Hill re- 
marks that Lord Kinnaird’s Metalliferous Mines No. 2 bill provides fer the appointment 
of paid commissioners, in number not less than three nor more than seven, appointed 
by the Secretary of State, who also nominates the Chairman. This board is to havea 
’ secretary and office in London or Westminster, at salaries to be hereafter fixed, with 

power to prescribe to any mine such rules—laid down in the bill—as the board may 
! direct. Many of these rules are identical with those in the original bill, and there 
are the same objectionable arbitration clauses, the control and supervision being sub- 
stantially transferred from the manager to a London commission, whtch has power to 
appoint inspectors. The second bili is nearly as mischievous as the former, and quite 
| as impracticable; and proves that Lord Kinnaird has not yet seen the injustice of ap- 
' plying the same rules to all description of mines. There is clearly a determination to 
| force legislation, and it remains with those interested in mining, and possessing ade- 
| quate information on the subject, to originate some measure which may fairly meet the 


recommendations in the recent report of the Commissioners.

store, 361,229 tons) = 570,000, which, compared with the estimate for Dec 31 last, 
shows a decrease of stock of 90,000 tons, The deliveries from store have been this year 
—January, 1711 tons; February, 5470; March, 10,236 ; April, 4651; May, 1376; June, 
2726; July, 5268; August, 4919; September, 744 = 37,101 tons. Precise returns have 
deen obtained from all makers except the Carron Company. The production remains 
about uniform, but the number of furnaces in blast has been less than in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Ironstone and coal are largely enquired for, and it is evident 
that the cost of the raw material is likely to rule higher. The local consumption main- 
tains its position, and there has been more activity in the various malleable ironworks 
throughout the country. Shipbuilding evinces some symptoms of revival. Moderate 
freights, coupled with factlities for steam navigation, have augmented shipments, which 
now show an increase of 84,404 tons, compared with 1864. The deliveries by rail to 
England are very satisfactory, and arragements for through rates to all parts of the 
kingdom are being steadily organised, There has again been acontinuous efflux from 
store, caused by the scarcity of several brands, and also by the high prices asked by 
some of our principal makers. This movement has constituted one of the most remark- 
able features in the trade, the decrease since the close of last year being 37,101 tons, and 
from the commencement of the withd u ber last, 41,014 tons, This has 
also affected the parcels stored at Ardrossan; and as shippers are averse to paying rent 
upon these warrants, it is probable the 16,516 tons there will, ere long, disappear, so that 
the idea lately suggested of asimilar store at Greenock is likely to remain in abeyance. 
The labour question is again attracting public attention, as the colliers and miners are 
persistent in their demands for a further advance in their wages, being well aware of 
the healthy position of both the iron and coal trades, also of the scarcity of men, and the 
unusual advantages offered by emigration. A marked revival of demand from America 
has just sprang up, which fs all the more satisfactory, as it has arisen despite the very 
onerous import duties on the other side; and were these modified, and tonnage more 
plentiful, a large trade would certainly be developed with the return of that elastic 
country to its normal state of prosperity ; as it is, shippers are encouraged by very re- 
munerative proceeds on consignments made under existing disadvantages, The im- 
ports of Cleveland brands have, during this year, been very much restricted, on account 
of the relative pesition of the two markets, and also by the inability of the makers in 
the North of England to give prompt delivery, their stocks having decreased simulta- 
neously with ours.

Banca at a proportionate price to Straits. From Penang and Singapore the latest ac-

And 
he farther states that he is “clearly and decidedly of opinion that, for all 
commercial purposes, Mr. Gale’s process may be introduced with the cer- 
tainty in almost every case of securing an absolute economy to the con- 
sumer, while at the same time securing the public frum the recurrence of 
those distressing accidents to which the use of unprotected gunpowder is 
necessarily exposed.”

The return, as compared with the previous week, shows in the notes 
issued a decrease of 688,440/.; in circulation, increase, 1,225,515/.; public deposits, 





decrease, 438,1007.; other deposits, increase, 8960/,; Government securities in banking 
department, no change ; other securities in banking department, increase, 1 ,647,964/. ; 
coin and builion in both departments, decrease, 776,982/. ; seven day and other bills, 
increase, 627,743/.; the “ rest,” increase, 11,8647. ; and in the notes in reserve, decrease, 
1,913,955/. The total reserve of notes and coin in the banking department amounted 
to 5,105,677/., against 7,108,174/. last week, showing a decrease of no less than 
2,002,4977. The Bank rate was raised on Monday to 5 per cent., and on Thursday to 
6 per cent. 

The London and Mediterranean Bank have convened a meeting for 
Oct. 16 to consider an agreement entered into by them for the sale of the bank’s business 
and property to the London and Bombay Bank and General Financial Insurance Agency 
Corporation—accepting payment in the shares of the last-named company. The amal- 
gamated bank will be incorporated as “ The London, Bombay, and Mediterranean Bank.” 
The amalgamation appears calculated to prove advantageous to all parties. The London 
and Bombay Bank is carrying on business between London and India, and has a sub- 
scribed capital of 744,930/., in 74,493 shares of 10/, each, of which 2/. per share have 
already been paid ; and the directors of the bank, believing that its position would be 
materially improved by including in the field of its operations branches at Alexandria 
and at Marseilles, in connection with the overland route, have entered into arrangements 
for an amalgamation with the London and Mediterranean Bank. The operations of the 
amalgamated are to be fined to ordinary banking and agency business, and 
as there are all the elements of success, it is to be hoped that all interested will assist 
in carrying out the arrangements as speedily as possible. ; 

At the Bank of British Columbia half-yearly meeting a dividend was 
declared at the rate of 10 percent. per annum, end the directors’ report was adopted. It 
was remarked that the progress of the bank had been satisfactory, and that the esta- 
blishment of peace in America will tend to promote the interests of the undertaking. It 
is intended to issue 2500 new shares, in the proportion of one new for one old share. 

At the Queensland Sheep Company meeting, on Thursday, the accounts 
showed an available balance of 2102/.,and a dividend of 5s. per share, free of income tax, 
was recommended, but after a stormy discussion it was resolved “ That the report and 
accounts be not received and adopted, but that the same be referred back to the directors 
ior amendment, and that the dividend be not paid in the interim.”

New County Courts Equitable Jurisdiction Act, and the Rules of Prac- 

| tice just issued, as prepared and contributed by our correspondent, Mr. F. 
| W. Campin, Barrister-at-Law. ‘The amendment in the law effected by 
this Act is one that will be readily appreciated by many who have felt 
themselves constrained tamely to submit to the usurpations of injustice 
rather than invoke the assistance of that terrible tribunal—the Court of 
Chancery. The Act, it is true, is limited to cases where no greater sum 
than 5002. can in any way be brought in question, but within that limit it 
applies to succession and legacy matters, trust questions, partnerships, the 
enforcement of the performance of contracts, and other litigations. The rules 
and forms of procedure, settled by a committee of County Court Judges, 
and approved by the Lord Chancellor, although not perhaps models of 
that extreme simplicity that might be adopted, are, nevertheless, suffi- 
ciently simple to be readily understood by all clear-headed people who will 
take the trouble to give them careful perusal. The Equitable Jurisdiction 
of the Stannaries Court is not interfered with or impaired by the Act, by 
reason of a special enactment to that effect. 





Frontino AND Botivia (Sourn American) Gotp Mrxine Com- 
PpANY.—Dnuring the week a considerable amount of business has been 
transacted in these shares, and notwithstanding the favourable advices 
received by the last mail (the purport of which was given in last week’s 
Journal), shares have declined in market value, obviously from nothing 
but warket operations, inasmuch as no further intelligence can possibly 
be recefved until the end of the month.

In August 
the total shipments of coal amounted to 917,741 tons, as compared with 
905,977 tons in August, 1864, and 773,167 tons in August, 1863. It is 
worthy of remark that the whole of the increase observable for the month 
was attributable to the augmented demand from France, that country 
having absorbed 137,167 tons of our coal in August, as compared with 
115,595 tons in August, 1864, and 109,865 tons in August, 1863. The 
total exports of coal from the United Kingdom in the eight months ending | 
August 31 this year were 6,095,515 tons, as compared with 5,804,033 tons 
in 1864, and 5,445,134 tons in 1863 (corresponding periods). ‘The ex- 
ports to France have made great progress this year, having amounted to 
1,065,869 tons, as compared with 940,785 tons in 1864, and 882,357 tons 
in 1863 (corresponding periods), French industrials have thus shown 
themselves more dependent than ever this year on British combustible. 
The exports of coal have increased this year to Russia, Sweden, Denmark, 
Prussia, the Hanse Towns, and Brazil, while they have declined to Hol- 
land, Spain, Italy, the United States, and British India. The value of 
the coal exported in August was 431,769/., against 425,289/. in August, 
1864, and 336,666/. in Aug., 1863. In the eight months ending Aug. 31 
this year the aggregate value of our coal exports was 2,900,420/., against 
2,720,6662, in 1864, and 2,410,022, in 1863 (corresponding periods).

Trustees’ Lianiiiry.—In ve Edis, before the London Court of Bank- 
ruptey, a deed of assignment for the benefit of creditors had been executed, and many

Lrapicity ror Smevtina Works Nuisance.—In the case of Tipping 
@. the St. Helen’s Smelting Company (Limited), which was an action for injury done to 
the plaintiff's land, including bis trees, shrubs, &c., by the company’s smelting works, 
it was held by the House of Lords, at one of its last judicial sittings (affirming the judg- 
ment of the Court of Exchequer Chamber), that the plaintiff had the right of action, and 
that it was no defence for the defendants (the smelting company) to show that the loca- 
lity abounded in similar manufactures, or that the company’s business was carried on in 
@ proper manner. 


PrererentiAL SHares.—It has been decided, by Vice-Chancellor Kin- 
dersley, that preferential shares cannot be issued by a company formed without an ex- 
press condition to that effect, The directors cannot do it; a general meeting cannot do 
it. In the case of Hutton v, the Scarborough Cliff Hotel Company, it was proposed to 
be done by another device. A meeting was called in regular course toalter the Articles 
of Association, so as to permit of preferential shares, and a resolution to that effect was 
carried, But some dissentient shareholders obtained an injanction to prevent the com- 
pany from carrying out the design, the Court holding that it was beyond the power of 
the meeting to pass such a resolution, the proposition being, in fact, for an alteration in 
the constitution of the company, it being an inherent stipulation on the formation of a 
Joint-stock company, in the absence of any provision to the contrary, that all the share- 
holders should stand on an equal footing. “ This series of decisions (says the Law Times) 
must affect a vast number of companies, who have been largely issuing preferential shares, 
in entire ignorance of their illegality. Such shares will probably be held to be void. 
The holders of them and their solicitors should look to this at once,” 








The Grotoaicat Macazine for October is one of the most interesting 
numbers which has yet appeared, though still somewhat too technical to secure it so 
large a class of readers as it would otherwise obtain. That an enormous amount of in- 
formation is compressed into a very limited space must be admitted ; but it certainly 
appears that, without much additional trouble, the notices of memoirs, reviews, &c., 
could be made to read so much less like authors’ notes as to enlist the interest of those 
indirectly, as well as those | diately, d with geology. The present num- 
ber has half-a-dozen really valuable and practical ions from correspondents, 
and as these increase the magazine will, doubtless, attain that position in the scientific 
world to which the names of the editors should entitle it.

and from various French sources—the latter, which contains the more interesting infor- 
mation of the two classes of extracts, being given in the original French to save trouble. 
Dr. Squire contributes a paper on the Quality of Musical Sounds; Dr. Sclater, on the 
Mammals of South Am erica; Mr. H. M. Jenkins, on Strata Identified by Organic Re- 
mains; the Rev. C. W .

to correct the inaccuracy by stating that in the Mininc Journa of 
March 25 last the publication of Mr. Youne’s views was first made. 

The theory was based upon the researches made and recorded by Dr, 
Pavt in his thoroughly sound and practical paper read before the Society 
f Arts, and it appears that it was in consequence of certain suggestive 
poh therein ale that Mr. Youna was enabled to frame his views in 
a tangible form. The evidence which he brought forward fully proves 
that by a series of transformations the original organic substances have 

from a state of decomposition into another of oil, which gradually 
is freed from all impurities, concentrates, hardens, and finally becomes a 
brilliant black bituminous mineral. And that the only difference between 
the two minerals, bitamen or asphaltum and coal, consists in a variation 
in the amount and proportions of the elements of which they are composed, 
which are otherwise exactly the same. A comparison of the constituent 
shows that an increase of carbon and a diminution of hydrogen and 
transforms the asphaltam into coal, And the simultaneous in- 
crease and diminution of these elements in the respective minerals has 
been confirmed by the repeated observation that the older the asphaltum 
the greater its loss of oxygen, the older the coal the more carbon it con- 
tains, And the existence of coal underlying as described the Pitch Lake 
of Trinidad is conclusive evidence of the transformation indicated. > But 
fon — also of a more general kind, which tend to confirm what 
has already been said as to coal having originally been in a liquid state of 
oil.

| @ prospectus contained exaggerated views of the advantages of the com- 
| pany to which it related, or that it contained some casual or trifling errors 
or inaccuracies, that the Court would be justified in setting aside a bargain 
founded upon it,” the Court proceeded to give judgment against the com- 
pany, on the ground that whereas the prospectus stated there was a gua- 
| tanteed interest of 9 per cent., it omitted to state that this would not be 
paid if the railway company broke its engagements with the Government. 
Whether it was “ fraudulent and dishonest” not to state at length in a 
prospectus that the Government guarantee (which has been punctually 
paid to Sept. 29, 1865) was conditional on the company making and 
working their railway, is a question on which the public will shortly learn 
the opinion of the highest tribunal in the kingdom. In the meantime, it 
may be supposed that the counsel and solicitor, who approved the pro- 
spectus for the directors, took it for granted that subscribers for shares 
would understand, without being officially told, that if they received 9 per 
cent. from a Government they would have to keep their contracts with that 
Government, and that, so far, the guarantee was conditional, and not ab- 
solute. The judgement of the Vice-Chancellor’s Court, on the same case, 
was that it was a dishonest and fraudulent attempt on the part of ashare- 
holder to evade his engagements, and his case was dismissed with costs, 





THE WATER SUPPLY OF LARGE TOWNS—HAWICK. 


We have watched with considerable interest the efforts which have been 
made during the last few years in many of the large towns of the United 
Kingdom to obtain for their inhabitants a copious supply of good water, 
and it has been our pleasant duty, not unfrequently, to record the com- 
plete success of those efforts. It is, fortunately, no longer necessary to 


Nature, illustrated and enforced, as they constantly are, by the teachings 
of science, have produced their due effect, and all are aware that filth and 
disease are closely allied. Hence it is that we hear far more of improve- 
ments in ventilation, in drainage systems, and in water supplies for cities, 
towns, and villages than we did a quarter of a century ago, and hence the 
proceedings of corporations and town councils are largely interspersed with 


instances in which vested interests or prejudices impede the progress of 
physical reformation, but these are becoming more and more rare, and the 
time seems to us to be near at hand when considerations for the enhance- 
ment of the public good will override all obstacles, and take the prominent 
place they should occupy in our national and local councils, 

It is not very long since that Hawick possessed the unenviuble reputa- 
tion of being one of the most unsavoury of the border towns of Scotland. 
Situated pleasantly at the confluence of the rivers Teviot and Slitrig, both 
tributaries of the Tweed, and midway between the cities of Carlisle and 
Edinburgh, it had great natural advantages. Until very recently, how- 
ever, these latter were not turned to very profitable account. It was in 
dry weather almost destitute of water, which, next to air, may be said to 
be the first necessity of life and health; the supply sometimes having 
fallen so low as not to average more than 14 gallons per head per diem. 
The source whence this fearfully inadequate stream was obtained was the 
Town Moor, on the high grounds south-west of the burgh. The reservoir 
then in existence would only store 30,000 gallons, the main service-pipe 
from it being not more than 3 in. diameter. It is easy to understand that 
under the most favourable circumstances—during a wet season—it was 
physically impossible to furnish with such an arrangement sufficient water 
for household purposes, whilst the effective flushing of sewers and drains 
was wholly out of the question. Those of the inhabitants who were for- 
tuaate enough to be able to bear the expense of such operations supple- 
mented the defective town supply by sinking wells, and drawing a fluid 
which could scarcely be called water, by the aid of pumps from land 
springs. It the summer season, when, of course, the maximum quantity 
of water was required, the minimum quantity only was obtainable, and to 
the poorer classes the inconvenience resulting became intolerable, fever 
and minor diseases being rife among them. Meantime the manufactures 
and the inhabitants of Hawick, in spite of these serious evils, increased 
rapidly. The spinning of yarn, for which the place has been noted for 
more than a century, was gradually extending itself, whilst woollen ma- 
nufacture generally engrossed the attention of the great bulk of the popu- 
lation. In proof of this, it may be well here to state that in 1838 the 
capital employed in these branches of industry was about 100,000/., the 
workmen’s wages being 48,0007. annually, and the number of operatives 
employed 1700, the population in all amounting to 5300. At the pre- 
sent moment the inhabitants of Hawick are computed to number 12,000; 
the capital invested in woollen manufacture is not Jess than half a million 
sterling, apart from that sunk in the erection of factories; the profits on

A weir 
was thrown across the Allan, about 14 mile above its point of confluence 
with the Teviot. On the upper side of the weir a large square well or pit 
,of masonry has been formed. Into this well the water is conducted by 
means of a 12-inch iron pipe, supplied with a sluice-valve, which may be 
| opened or shut at pleasure, so as to prevent the water, when muddy, from 
ranning into the reservoir. The water which passes through the sluice is 
discharged into a well 9 feet deep, and cluse to the reservoir. From this 
well there is a pipe to the reservoir, another of 10 inches diameter, going 
direct to the town; and a third at the bottom, leading back to the Allan, 
to be used when the well requires cleansing. The reservoir averages about 
10 feet in depth, and is capable of containing nearly 2,500,000 gallons; it 
is formed by an embankment on two sides of its circamference, the natural 
hill on the other side being excavated tosome extent. The greatest depth 
of the embankment is 30 feet; it is formed in the usual way—with a pad- 
dle dyke in the centre, protected by a clay embankment, pitched or paved 
on the top and on the inner slope next the water. The sluices leading 
from the reservoir are guarded by fine wire-cloth, and if this be not suffi- 
cient to ensure purity—which is questionable—filtering-beds will have also 
to be constructed. The total length of piping is 8469 yards, of which 
79538 yards are of vitrified clay, made by WiLson and Son, of Dunfermline, 
and 916 yards of iron, including two inverted syphons over ravines, New 
piping has been laid down in all the principal streets of the town; and the 
abundance of the water supply has enabled the Town Council to plant 
fire- plugs at intervals of 70 yards, The pressure will be sufficiently great 
to make them very usefal in case of fire. The fall from the Allan is 1 in 
| 1000, and the distributing reservoir is 120 ft. above the level of the High- 
street. ‘The iron pipes are laid through plantations principally. In an 
| engineering sense, the works were not difficult, though hard rock was en- 
| countered in certain places, and especially in the neighbourhood of the in- 
take sluices. In the construction of the reservoir some trouble was expe- 
| rienced in obtaining a foundation for the puddle trench, a layer of quick- 
sand, 154 feet in thickness, having to be cut through. The pipe-track is 
54 miles in length, and this part of the contract was executed by Messrs, 
PaTeRsON and THorpurn, at a cost of 2000/., the total expense of the 
whole arrangement being 70001. A water-gauge has been placed in the 
Police Office of the town, and this shows with great accuracy the extent 
of the supply at all times. That supply will be undoubtedly ample, not 
only for the wants of the present, but for those of a largely increased popu- 
‘lation; and it is pretty generally admitted that the best means of supplying 
| the town have been adopted. ‘Taking the number of inhabitants to be 
12,000, each individual will be furnished with 36 gallons of water per 
day, a sufficiently liberal allowance. 

The Duke of Bucctevcu, who may be said to be the owner of the whole 
| district surrounding Hawick, and through whose property the pipes have 
| almost exclusively been laid, has acted with extreme liberality in the mat- 
ter, and thus entitled himself to be regarded as a public benefactor. His‘ 
Grace formally inaugurated the new water-works on the 22d ult., and 
henceforth the reproach and the nuisance of a defective water supply will 
be unknown in the border town in question. We can only wish that in 
these days of cholera and of fever every other town in the kingdom may fol- 
| low the example of Hawick, and arm itself'with one of Nature’s best anti- 
| dotes to disease—abundance of water. It would be unjust to conclude this 
| notice without a word of commendation to Mr. Les.18, his inspector, Mr, 
| Fenwick, and the staff of officials and workmen employed under their su- 
pervision. The work wasexecuted with great rapidity, and withoutaccident.

The members of the Social Science Association are now holding thei 
annual meeting at Sheffield, under the presidency of Lord Brougham 
the venerable, who is the guest of the Earl Fitzwilliam, At the time we 
write the preliminary matters have only just been gone through, and his Lordship has 
opened the proceedings with an inaugural address, or, what would be more Appropriate, 
an essay upon things in general. Amongst the papers to be read is this—“ In what 
way can the unnecessary exposure of workmen to dangers of life and health be bes 
avoided, especially in collieries, mines, and manufactories?” The gentlemen who an 
to read on this question are Messrs, P. H. Holland, John Charles Hall, M. D., and W, 
P. Maddison. In the department of Economy and Trade, Mr. Thomas Hughes, MP, 
and John Wilson, a Sheffield grinder, are to read—* What are the best means of autho. 
ritative arbitration between employers and employed in cases of strikes and lock-outs?” 
There isa special question set out to be discussed—“ Is it desirable to consolidate the 
existing system of railways into one system of Government control?” Mr, Plimsoll 
and Mr. Hawes, Chairman of the Society of Arts, have this question in hand, 

The proposition originated by the Stoke coal and ironmasters for forn- 
ing a fund to resist the unjust demands of the men when on strike, has been received 
favourably in most districts in these coanties, and many have intimated their intention 
of joining the same. The detatls of the scheme appear also to have met with unani- 
mous approbation. It is to be hoped that a system of arbitration may be adopted or 
the regulation of most trades. The formation of societies like this is regarded by the 
men as a sort of menace, and makes the feeling between employer and employed more 
bitter than it might otherwise be, Still whilst the men unite in societies for thelr 
own protection (?), the masters are driven to a similar course in self-defence, Whilst 
on this subject it will not be out of place to notice the broad contrast which exists at 
Clay Cross, Derbyshire, where, on Tuesday evening, the annual soiree of the workmes 
took place in a large hail which has been built by the company. Mr. Binns, the m- 
nager cf the works, presided, and he was supported by Mr. Evans, the Government ln- 
spector of Mines for the district; Mr. Busby, the coroner; the Kev. Mr. Maltby, Rev. 
B. Mandale, and the Rev. Mr. Ungate, all of whom spoke of the general good conduct 
of the workmen, which is attributed to the liberality of the company. It was hinted, 
in the course of the remarks made by Mr. Binns, that Derbyshire would ere long be- 
come the greatest mineral district in England. The company have put down an ex- 
tensive plant at Morton, and in course of time a vast quantity of mineral will be raised 
and a great population spring up where formerly nothing but agricalture was cultivated.

The company was formed under limited liability, but the practical working of 
it has proved unsatisfactory. This is a matter to be regretted, as it cannot fail to pr 
duce a prejudicial effect. It was clothed with limited liability by the company-mox- 
gers in London nearly two years ago, and was worked almost entirely with Loni 
capital. The local capitalists fought shy.

By Order 2.—Upon service of the summons, if a defendant deem it expedient to ad- 
mit the trath of the plalntift’s statements, and submit to the judgment of the Court, he 
can sign an admission in a prescribed form and manner. By adopting this course, the 
defendant will save himself much further expense. Or a defendant may ‘within eight 
days after service of summons) file a statement disclaiming any interest in the subject 
matter of the sult, or setting forth any special defence, without admitting the truth of the 
facts narrated in the plaint, or making a denial of their trath, The filing or withhold- 
ing of this statement may affect the costs in the suit, according as the judge may decide. 

The evidence (by Order 3) is to be taken viva voce at the hearing, and according to 
the ordinary practice of the County Courts. Affidavits may, however, ir. certain cases, 
and under particular restrictions, be used (vide Rule 7), and a witness resident out of 
the district of the Court may, by special order, be examined by the Registrar of his 
own County Court.
